They bring into the framework of the “Constitution a con- 
siderable part of the-spirit-of the Declaration of 'Independ- 
ence. And this is a good and splendid thing. 

On the other hand, we must remember that. even. after 
the adoption of the Bill of Rights we still had human slavery 
in this country.
